A continuation  course  for  dental  graduates  in  the  subject  of  Cephalometries  is 
scheduled  for  the  three-day  period,  January  26-28.  The  course  wiU  be  under  the 
general  direction  of  Doctors  G.  V.  Fisk  and  R.  E.  Moyers,  and  the  guest  clinician  will 
be  Dr.  Herbert  Margolis,  Professor  of  Graduate  Orthodontics,  Tufts  College  Dental 
School,  Boston. 

Falconer  Hall,  the  first  unit  of  a Women’s  Building,  was  officially  opened  by 
President  Smith  on  November  21.  The  building  includes  lecture  rooms,  common 
rooms,  a dining  room,  and  the  administrative  offices  of  the  School  of  Physical  and 
Health  Education.
